A W onderful B'ackberry. 
Although the planting season for 
many fruits Is gone. It is not too late 
to mention a s id le s of blackberry 
known as the Logan.

cessful in England and can be adapted 
to some climate* in our country,

yields wonderful crops. 
While the j 
plants are perfecting their fruits new 
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canes, somew hat like those of the map- 
berry, spring from the base. 
This is 
the next season’s fruiting wood and 
m ust be attended to. The Logan l*»rry 
makes a very free grow’th, and winds 
soon tw ist the shoots, w*hk*h must 
then l*e supported. 
A fter the crop has 
been gathered the old fruiting wood is 
cut out. and the new shoots from the 
base take Its place. 
The plants fruit 
lu July and August and do well on a 
north wall or high fem e or may lie 
trained to w ires or iron hurdles.

dences of good milk giving capacity: 
fourth, look for evidences of stam ina 
as in dicate*! by good width through 
the lower part of the cheat, by au ac­ 
tive (arriage and bright, full eyes; 
fifth, favor the cow that has a uke. 
soft hide and silky coat.
